Also moved and passed at a recent Executive Board meeting was a pro- 
posal to transfer the group's funds to a bank with no-cost checking 
accounts. The matter has been accomplished by the outgoing and in- 
coming treasurers. 

A new element in recent Chit-Chats has been the donation of refresh- 
ments by individuals, which has lent appreciated variety to the meetings. 
In the past refreshments have come from the budget, small collections 
being taken when they were more costly (e.g. wine and cheese). December, 
January, and February refreshments have all been donated.

_ Governor of New Hampshire. Could this help to set a precedent for 
Lehigh Valley Colleges?
